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Over  the  years,  a  regular  feature  of  KPFA's  broadcasting  has  been  "Meet  the  Corn- 
poser."  This  program  consists  of  interviews  with  composers  by  members  of  KPFA's  music 
staff,  together  with  performances  of  some  of  the  music  discussed.  It  is  a  wide  open 
forum,  where  composers  can  relieve  themselves  of  any  pressing  opinions,  musical  or 
otherwise  (composers  love  to  do  it),  as  well  as  have  their  music  presented  to  the  listening 
audience  (composers  love  that,  too).  No  distinction  is  made  between  composers  famous, 
infamous,  or  just  not  famous.  Nearly  every  practicing  composer  in  the  Bay  Area  has 
appeared  on  the  program,  from  such  well-known  figures  as  Roger  Sessions  and  Darius 
Milhaud  to  young  men  like  Paul  Turok  and  Jerome  Rosen. 

Aside  from  serving  as  a  sounding-board  for  the  many  divergent  contemporary 
musical  opinions,  the  program  serves  another  important  function.  Through  it,  our 
listeners  can  become  acquainted  with  the  "real-life"  as  well  as  the  musical  personality 
of  a  composer.  It  might  be  of  interest  to  the  listener  to  know  a  little  about  how  the 
program  originates.  Someone  in  the  music  department  may  say,  "we  haven't  had  a 
'Meet  the  Composer'  for  a  long  time."  This  thought  becomes  translated  into  action.  We 
begin  by  calling  one  of  the  many  composers  in  the  Bay  Area,  and  asking  him  if  he 
wouldn't  care  to  appear  .  .  .  "Well,  yes,  but  not  right  now,  maybe  as  soon  as  I've  fin- 
ished my  sonata,  then  we  can  talk  about  it  and  .  .  ."  or  "Say,  I'm  glad  you  called,  I'm 
working  on  a  piece,  should  be  ready  by  next  July,  how  about  making  it  .  .  .".  And  so 
we  wait.  Sooner  or  later,  we  do  have  a  "Meet  the  Composer."  And  most  often  it  is 
worth  waiting  for. 

But  more  frequently,  it  is  the  composer  who  calls  us  and  informs  us  of  his  willing- 
ness to  appear.  Actually,  this  is  the  better  of  the  two  procedures  since  composers  call 
us  when  they  have  a  work  completed.  Nothing  is  more  exciting  than  discussing  a  newly 
created  work  with  its  composer.  We  sincerely  hope  that  some  of  this  excitement  trans- 
mits itself  to  the  listeners,  because  it  is  to  them  that  composers  (as  well  as  radio  stations) 
direct  their  efforts. 

Very  often  it  is  possible  to  combine  a  "Meet  the  Composer"  broadcast  with  a  "live" 
studio  concert.  This  is  the  case  with  the  "Meet  the  Composer"  in  the  present  Folio.
